b een felt in congress. ” 
I he only action of the coinage committee 
has b een to agree to take up the silv er ques­ 
tion at its next meeting, Wednesday of next 
week, and giv e all the b ills that hav e b een re­ 
ferred a hearing. 
Mr. Bland says that as no 
request has come from any outsider, asking to 
appear b efore the committee, nothing has 
b een decided 011 that point. 
He thinks from 
the present 
indications 
there is a fair 
chance that the committee will make no 
report. 
It was unquestionab ly organized for 
the purpose of b ringing the sub ject b efore the 
house, b ut it is quite likely that a majority 
will not agree to any proposition. 
The b iil 
to repeal the clause prov iding for the repeal 
of so much of the rev ised statutes as author­ 
izes the redemption of sub sidiary silv er was 
ordered reported to the house without an}’ 
opposition in the coinage committee. 
Mr. 
Bland says he thinks it will pass the house 
without anj* troub le, although it is possib le 
that certain amendments may b e added which 
the committee did not think it necessary to 
attach. 
One addition talked of, is an amend­ 
ment making the minor silv er coins a full and 
unlimited tender to any amount. 
It seems 
some memb ers fear that the inab ility to re­ 
turn the small silv er to the treasury may 
cause a glut in the hands of certain holders 
and render them unab le to dispose of the sil­ 
v er change they may receiv e in large quanti­ 
ties. 
To av oid this, the 
suggestion has 
b een made that sub sidiary silv er ought to b e a 
b urden to any amount so that holders may 
pay it out. 
Mr. Bland says he will not op­ 
pose such an amendment if offered, b ut he is 
not ready to say that he would agree to the 
proposal to increase the weight to the ratio of 
the standard dollar, which may b e coupled 
with the other proposition. 
The committee on b anking and currency 
directed the fav orab le consideration of the j 
b ill introduced b y Representativ e Wilkins, 
of Ohio, permitting the national b anks to 
draw circulation to the full face v alue of 
their b onds, instead of 9 0 per cent, as now 
prov ided b y law. 
The b ill contains a stipu­ 
lation that the total circulation shall not ex­ 
ceed the actual paid-in capital of the b anks. 
It is prob ab le the b ill will not b e reported un­ 
til next week, b ut Mr. Wilkins said to-day he 
was in no hurry to hav e it b rought to a v ote, 
although he had 
110 desire for delay. 
He 
thinks there is no doub t that the b ill will 
pass if b rought to a v ote, as he knows of no 
such opposition as t.o make him apprehend 
its failure. 
The only opposition in the com­ 
mittee came from Mr. Miller, of Texas, chair­ 
man, and Mr. Brumm, of Pennsylv ania. 
It 
is knowu, howev er, that some memb ers of 
the house are v ery emphatic in denouncing 
tb e proposed increase of circulation as a 
proposition to giv e the b anks ab out $30,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 without any consideration.

A n Im p o r ta n t C o m m e rc ia l H ill. 
Bpccia l Teleg ra m to The Star. 
W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 2 2 .—A v ery important 
b ill was returned from the pub lic printer to­ 
day, which seems to hav e escaped attention 
w hen it was introduced a week ago yesterday 
b y Hon. J. Randolph Tucker. 
It is entitled 
“a b ill to regulate commerce among the sev ­ 
eral states and to codify the law relating to 
b ills of exchange and 
other 
commercial 
paper.” It is a complete new code in refer­ 
ence to commercial papers of all classes, 
making fifty-sev en pages and cov ers b ills of 
exchange, checks on b ankers, promissory 
notes, warehouse receipts of all kinds and 
policies of insurance, fixing a uniform law 
for the whole country, to take the place of 
the disagreeab le state laws which are now so 
confusing to all b usiness men. 
The b ill is 
too extended in its character to make it pos­ 
sib le to present a satisfactory analysis of its 
prov isions. 
The following section, which is 
nearly the last of the b ill, is of exceptional in­ 
terest, howev er, to the leading western cities: 
“Section 89 —That b ills of lading, ware­ 
house receipts, receipts or orders for specific 
property, and promises to pay a definite sum 
in a specified kind of personal property, are 
hereb y declared to b e means and instruments 
of commerce and shall b e negotiab le b y en­ 
dorsement and deliv ery, and shall b e gov erned 
b y the rules of law relating to promissory 
notes, so far as the same may b e applicab le 
thereto. 
Mortgages and trust deeds securing 
negotiab le paper shall b e negotiab le in like 
manner. 
Promissory notes or drafts made 
payab le in personal property shall b e payab le 
therein at the market price thereof, at noon j 
the third day of grace after ihe day of m atur­ 
ity, and such payments shall b e made b y 
warehouse receipt. 
If not 
f o 
paid, the 
amount shall b e payab le in money.” 
Another section prov ides that 
anyb ody 
making adv ances on such paper shall b e pro­ 
tected as fully as if the adv ances had b een 
made in due course, and for v alue on a b ill of 
exchange ora promissory note only b efore the 
maturity thereof. 
Another section declares policies of insur­ 
ance are property in course of transportation 
to b e meaus and instruments of commerce, 
negotiab le in the same manner as other com­ 
mercial paper.

EXPLOSION IN A MINE.

W h e e l i n g , W . Va., Jan. 22.—At 2:45 
p. m. yesterday an explosion of lire damp 
occurred in the shaft of the Newb erry Coal 
company, at Newb erry, W. Va., and immedi­ 
ately afterward flames arose far ab ov e the 
mouth of the shaft and the earth in the 
v icinity was cov ered with deb ris. 
The shaft 
had a depth of 350 feet. 
The theory ad­ 
v anced is that tho explosion was caused b y 
the accumulation of fire damp. 
Thirty- 
sev en men were at work in the mine at tlie 
time of the explosion and it is thought all of 
them are dead. 
The scenes at the mouth of 
the shaft are heart rending. Sev eral attempts 
were made to rescue the men, b ut they all 
prov ed fruitless, owing to the prev alence of 
the b lack damp, which made access to the 
imprisoned miners impossib le. 
DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 
N e w b e k g , VV. Va., .Ian. 22.—From pres­ 
ent appearances at least thirty-fiv e liv es and 
in all prob ab ility ten more hav e b een sacri­ 
ficed, many of the dead b eing our most re­ 
spected citizens. 
Ab out the hour named, 
while the day shift miners were at work in 
the 
mine 
located 
near 
the 
out­ 
skirts of the town, the air was suddenly 
rent 
with a most tremendous explosion 
and from the deep shaft of tho colliery a 
dense cloud of mingled smoke and v apor 
arose 200 feet in the air. 
A rush was at once 
made for the mouth of the mine. 
In a mo­ 
ment hundreds of citizens congregated ab out 
tho shaft, their faces filled with consternation 
and alarm. 
Thirty-sev en men are impris­ 
oned and the prev ailing opinion 
is that 
all are dead, 
although 
a few 
miners 
express a hope that some may hav e escaped 
tlie effects of the explosion. The slope where 
the accident occurred is b ut two years old and 
is ab out a mile from the other outlets to the 
mine. 
For twenty-fiv e years the company 
has av eraged 250 tons of coal per day, and 
was the principal industry in this place, 
affording employment to ab out 250 men,

In the celebrated 
Walruff brewery case -J udge Brew er, of the 
United States court;;, holdt that the brewery 
was built with legal sanction, and that the 
fourteenth amendment to the national con­ 
stitution forbids a state to “ deprive a person 
of life, liberty , or property Withou t du e pro­ 
cess of law,” and asserts that the destroy ing 
bj- making useless, the property of Wal -hu ff 
is done without “ due process of law.”

under the laws of the state, but before it is
